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INJUNCTION
IS REFUSED

OPINION IN THE GUERNSEY
EQUITY CASE.

Judge Wheaton, Before Whom the
Onse Was Tried, Decides That the
Pvidence in the Case Is Not Suffi-
clent to Warrant Him in Contin-
ing Preliminary Injunction—Wo-
man Asks for a Divorce from a Man
to Whom BSlhe Says She is Wife
No. 2—An Efectment Buit.

An opinion was fled yesterdny by
Judge F. W.Whenton, of Wilkes-Barre,
with Prothonotary John Copeland, In
the equity case of J. W. Guernsey, In
which he vefuses to continue the pre-
liminary Injunction restraining M. w.
Guernsey from using the word ""Guern-
sey' on planog, The opinjon follows:

The preliminary injungtion enjoing the
defendant from selling, leasing or hand-
g in any manner planos with the nime
Guerngoy stenclled on them.

Hoth plaintift and defendant have for
many vears been dealers In planos, or-
gans and musicnl supplies In the clty of
Seranton. They are not related to each
ather, ;

Phe plnintift has never traded under the
single name of Guernsey, but at different
times as J. W, Guernsey, ns the Colum-
bhus Musie store, J. W, Guernsey proprie-
tor; Guernsey Hall, J. W, Guernsey, pro=
prictor. The defendant has traded under
the nume of M, W, Guernsey and Guern-
sy Brothers,

The plulntlff hag never bheen a manufic-
turer of planos; the defendant, as Guern-
gey Brothers, wis from 1800 to 1891 en-
gnged In the manufacture of planos,

About one venr ago the defendant be-
gan solllng, leasing and handling an up-
right plano stenclled “Guernsey.” This
plana wis a  modification, and, it Ia
claimed, an improvement on the plano
rormerly manufaotured by the defendant.
1t Is manufactured In New York by a
third party, necording to plans and doe-
signg, eliimed to he to some extent origl-
nul, devlsed by Willilam Guernsey, o
hrathor of the defendant, who testified
{hat the name “Guernsey” stenclled
therean, §s his (Willlnm's) own name and
trade-mark, put there by hig authority to
fndiente the designer and inventor of this
partieulor kind of plano. William Guern-
gey I8 not a party to the bill

On the Inslde of this plano, in ralsed
1etters, are the worids “Guernsey Broth-
ers,” or “Guernsey Bros."”

DIDN'T I'SI2 WORD GUERNBEY.

The plaintlff never sold, leased or h.'t‘n-
dled a plano, organ or other mulﬂir.-ul in-
strumont upon which the name Guernsey
alone wis pluced either by stencll or
atherwise,

Fven I T were to refect the testimony
of William Cuernsey, and it is pot con-
tridietory, and even If the plaintiff had
uxod the namoe Guernsey. either by sten-
ell or otherwise ns o distinetive mark for
n pinno sold, ete. by him, the use of the
word Chiernsey by the defendant without
more would not warrant the eontlnuance
of the preliminnry Injunction,

The mere name of i person or nf a
phitee cinnnt, as n general vole, he appto-
printed as o trado-mnark; at lenst not in
thie sense of proventing another person
having the sume nitme or reglding in the
t‘ulll('.plnt'ru from using it 8o 'In o con-
test hetween persons of the sume name,
dpprllngton’” the Supreme  court snys:
SEfad they,” the plalntiffs, “usod merely
tlie namo “Darlington,” any other per-
gon of that nome ecould have stamped
his  butter  as  Durlington’s  btter.™
ifratt's Appenl, 117 Pa., no 411, (See also
Carmichnel ve Latiimer, 1T R, L, 306
Turton v, Turton, 1.

The plaintiff does not dispute this ns n
general proposition of lnw, but alleges
that the defondont 18 within the excep-
tion to the rule which will not permit a
min 1o use even ]Iil‘ nwn  mame |II a
frandulent manner o the damage of an-
other of the sume name,

(Cpses defining the excepltion are as nu-
meraus amd as clear, ag ensos defining the
rule. **They rest vpon a fradulent usge of
a namo'”

I fafl to find onywhere in the evidence
any misrepregentation by the defendant
in this « in the selllng, leasing or
handiing of o single one of the planos
stenelled Guernsey. and thevefore noth-
fng froudulent, unless the mere use of
the name. perhaps with a maliclous mo-
Hve, amounts to o fravwd, Tt does not ap-
pear that at any thime or to anybody the
defendiant has ropresentod that the plain-
11 hnd anything to do with the *Guern-
goy'! pinno, or was tn any way responsi-
e for 1t, i 1t turned out badly or en-
titled 1o any erodit, If It turned out well,

CONFLICT OF TESTIMONY,

Tnstead of this, the plaintiff's proof, if
belleved, would tend to establlsh a malle-
fnug motive on the part of the defendant,
and for that purpoge the door was opened
very wide, 1f. however, the defendant
has a right to use his own name, then lts
mere use by him Is 1 lawful act, and
does not become actionnble, although [t
mity proceed from a maliclous motlve,
Tharchasers may boe mistaken, but unless
they are decelved by false representia-
tions, equity will not enjoin agalnst tell-
tng the truth, (Glendor Grow Co. vs. Uh-

Ax 1 have already sald, T find no evl-
denee of false vopresentations by the de-
fendant eonnected with the sale or leas-
ing of the Guernsey piano. By amend-
ment plaintlf® added parties defendant,

and by additional prayer asks court to en-
Join the defendant from Impersonating
the plaintiff, and from representing and
holding himself out as J. W, Guernsey,
or Guernsey, and from making further
salen of planos, organs and musleal Ins
atruments under the name, style and title
of Guernsey, Hvidence of Impersonation
fa confined to a single Ihstanco which
happened more than three years ago, in
connection with the leasing of nn organ,

If there hnd been suffielent evidence of
habltunl and threatened fraud upon the
plaintiff by way of Impersonation, or It
had been shown that defendant frequent-
1y represented himself ns J. W. Guern-
gey for the purpose of defrauding plain-
tHIY In the sale of planos, organs and
musicnl Instruments, and threatened to
continve such fraudulent proctices, 1
should feel dispossd to enjoln hilm from
g0 dolng, if upon Investigation I should
find that equity had Jjurlsdictlon of the
cnee. Under the evidence, however, T do
not find enough to warrant me In enlarg-
Ing the injunetion applied for, or In ¢on=
tinuing the Injunction heretofore granted,
even In modified form.

The motion to continue the prollminary
injunction In this cose {8 refused, and tha
Injunction heretofore granted ls dissolyved.

Applications for Divorces,

Aflter discovering the perfidy of her
husband, Mrs, Andrews had him ar-
rested on charges of blgamy, adultery
and perjury, and after a hearing before
Alderman Kasson he was committed o
jail in default of ball. He escoped
from the constable, who was intrusted
with him and has not since been seen.

Allen Smith alleges that his wife,
Sarah Smith, deserted him and he filed
an application yesterday for a divorce
from her. They were married Oct, 22,
1887, and on Bept, 1, 1598, Smith alleges
that his wife left him to return no
more,

Dispute Over Ownership of Land.

THE MARKETS

Wall Strest Review.

New York, Aug. 2L—Active gpeculative
Hguldation became manifest In today's
stock market and at the close the selling
movement  was urgent and  somewhat
precipitated. During the earller part of
the day some stand wos made against
the tendency to depression, and a few
stocks were pushed up ot different times
s u sustaining InHuenee upon the mir-
ket, but the seling to reallze elsewhere
In the market was steadily golng on all
the time. At the last, the llguldation
seemcd to have proceeded Lo such an ex-
tent, that the efforts lo support the mar-
ket were withdrawn and all semblince
of reslstince to the wonkness disap-
peared. The stocks which were notahly
strong yesterdany and for some tlme pre-
viously started out nt declines this morn-
Ing nnd showed the largest effect of the
selling pressure at the last. Some smuall
guaing were retiined even at the last in a
few of the stocks which had risen ecarlier,
but In others the galne weore more than
wiped out. The upward movement in the
Denver and Rlo Grande stocks which de-
veloped during the day after g perlod of
quiet, was the most conspleuous, but
Denver and Rio Grande closed with a
substantial  net  loss, Louisville und
Nushville wag notably wealk and fell
back at one time three points. The -
vance in Western U'nfon was said to be
due to pressure upon the shorts, the
demand for the stock in the loan crowd
being such as to command o premium.
With the exception of Texns and Pacitie
and Ontario and Western, the other dem-
onstrations of strength were in minor
vallvoad and industrinl stocks, The acute
weikness of Colovade Fuel which ear-
vied it down in the late dealings § points,
was dalgo an ungettling influence upon the
whole market. The fallure of the specu-
lative operator who has led the advince
in the stock to obtiln contrel of the
property has resulted In heavy speenintive

Haquldation, There was i notiable absence
of demand at the close even fream the
professional interest. which must have

heen active on the downward course of
prices doving the day and the elosing
tone was distinetly wenak., There was no
actunl new development to account for
the sudden disposition to sell stocks but
thoere was a very materind change in sen-
timent, whieh canged an alteved view of
the snme conditions as existed yesterday.
The sentimental charneter of yesterday's
vise, and that which had preceded it for
several days, left s great prohability of
it reaction. Extravagant as were the ex-
pectitions as to the promptitude and ex-
tent of the measure which Mr, Morgnn
would take to improve the situntlon, there
as some disappointment this morning
ovor the delay. The hope seemed to be
that Mr., Morgan’s hurvied visit to his
office immediately upon landing from the
steamer would result In the settlement off
hand of all the vurlous proldems which
have accumulated during his absence of
several months, Total siles, 866,550 shares,
Bonds wore guite active and  beciume
eisy in sympiathy with stocks.
